Tabner, city marshal, attempted to 
disarm Smith, who fired at the officer. 
Tabner shot twice in return, putting 
two bullets through Smith's breast. 

The latter staggered across the street 
attempting to fire the remaining shots 
in his gun at Tabner and then fell 
dead. Jeff Smith, Ben's brother, then 
started for Tabner, who ran into a 
hardware store to reload his gun. 
Smith opened the store door and shot 
Tabner, whose gun failed to work, dis- 
armed him and forced him to craw! on 
his hands and knees, pounding his 
head with a revolver, to the side of 
Ben Smith, who lay dead in the street, 
saying he intended to kill Tabner over 
his brother’s dead body. 

With another revolver Smith stood 
off a crowd.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—That a 
special session of the Sixty-first Con- 
gress will bé called soon after the 4th 
of March, to take up the matter of 
tariff revision, became positively known 
today, when William H. Taft, Presi- 
dent-elect, after spending the day at 
the White House, as the guest of 
President Roosevelt, stated that he in- 
tended to call the special session to 
meet as goon after his inauguration as 
would be reasonable. 

Judge Taft left at 7:05. o’clock this 
evening for Cincinnati, where he had 
been summoned on matters of family 
importance, but which he assurred the 
newspaper men, who had gathered at 
the White House, was in no manner 
connected with politics. 

The,day proved to be a busy one 
for ‘the President-elect. He spent the 
night at the White House as the Presi- 
dent’s guest and breakfasted with the 
amily.

| GIVES REASONS.

OAKLAND, Nov. 15.—Edna_ Clark, 
the young art student whose myste- 
rious disappearance from “her home 
here on October 27 last, hag baffled 
the police and detective departments 
of Oakland and San Francisco, and 
in connection with whose dropping out 
of sight the name of a well-known San 
Francisco rector was linked, has been 
located in Chicago. 

A letter written by the girl herself 
in that city was received today by her 
mother, Mrs. Anita Y. Mack, in which 
the writer states that she is working 
there under an assumed name and that 
she is in very good health. 

The letter was turned over to Cap- 
tain of Detectives Peterson, who at 
once wired the Chief of Police in Chi- 
cago to investigate and verify its au- 
thenticity. 

The news that Edna Cairk has been 
found alive and well, spread quickly 
throughout the city and has created 
much excitement, as it was feared she 
was dead. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock tonight a 
message was received from Chicago by 
Capt. Peterson confirming 
that the writer of the letter 
hands of the police, positively was 
Bana Clark. She resides at No. 15 
Eldridge Court, and is known there as 
Edwarda Chase, waich name she as- 
sumed after arriving in Chicago. 
Peterson thereupon handed the letter 
to the Associated Press for publica- 
tion.

He passed a comfortable night, sleep- 
ing most of the time, and rested easily 
today. 

Although the bullet has been io- 
cated, embedded in the left jaw, about 
an inch in front of the ear, the sur- 
geons have ded not to extract it 
until Mr. Heney gains more strength, 
as it has ag yet given no trouble. — 

The swelling in the throat is less 
than at any time since the. patient was 
taken to the hospital, and he is breath- 
ing normally. 

Mr. Heney spent.¥an hour today in 
the examining room of the hospital 
while the surgeons were removing 
grains of powder from his face and 
head. While this was going on, the 
wounded man sat upon the table and 
made jocular remarks. 

When told of thé mass meeting held 
last night at Dreamland Rink, he 
showed great interest and on being in- 
formed that his assailant had taken 
his own iife, at the County, Jail, he 
said:

remarkable conformation supplies her 
with temperate, arctic and torrid con- 
ditions in most of her latitudes. 

Most of the Mexican coffee planta- 
tions are in the zone between 2000 
3000 feet above the sea, and there they 
are expanding and multiplying, Their 
government, always eager to promote 
sources of profitable in@ustry, has fa- 
vored the planters in conspicuous ways. 
It is the native Indian that is picking 
and curing most of the Mexican coffee, 
and the planters say his labor is of 
better quality than can be found in the 
coffee regions of Brazil, and that they 
also have the advantage of better and 
cheaper means of transport to mar- 
ket. -With these glowing ‘views: of 
his own superiority as coffee pro- 
ducer, it is not surprising that the 
Mexican planter believes the in- 
dustry will have a great future in his 
country.—[New York Sun.

AN OCEAN MUSEUM. 
A World’s Headquarters for Every- 
thing Pertaining to Science of the 


Work is being rushed on the Oceano- 


ng 
science of the deep seas. The idea of 
founding such a museum came from 
the Prince\of Monaco, who 1s also re- 
sponsible for the t work 
that is now being completed. 

Appropriately enough, the founda- 
tions are laid almost in the sea, frqm 
which the southern facade towers up 
275 feet, the northern facade being two 
stories above the level of the top of 
the rock of Monaco. The building thus 
covers the whole face of the cliff rising 
from the sea, and as seen from ng 
boats Js most imposing. The no 
facade is handsomely decorated, hav- 
ing sixteen fluted columns, two im- 
mense symbolical groups and a series 
of coats of arms. These columns, 
which with their base and 
measure 12.70 meters, are cut out of 

piece of rock, and each 
weighs about twenty-five tons. The 
height,

The principa] entrance to the build- 
ing will be the heights of the rock 
of Monaco.
